YOUR STATE INCOME TAX 


By MARK GRAVES 


(Com. of Taxation and Finance) 


ARTICLE U 


Who Must File a 


Many persons who Are not subject 


to New York state's personal income 
tax are required by law to file a. re- 
turn. 


These are the facts which everyon* 


must consider: 


(1) Any single person who had a 


net income .of $1,000 or more kn4 
any husband and wife living togeth- 
er who had aa aggregate net incom* 
of $2,500 or more, must file a re- 
turn. 


(2) Any single penon who had • 


gross Income from All sources of 95,- 
000. or more, or husband and wifi 
living together who had an Aggre- 
gate gross Income of S 5,000 or mor* 
are required to file A return. 


These amounts which Apply to res- 


idents of New York elate also apply 
to resident* of other state* who de- 
rive Income from A business, occupa- 
tion or property hero. 


If you fall into one of theee in- 


come groups, but find thAt your per- 
sonal exemptions And legAl deduc- 
tions remove yon from the tax-par- 
ing class when you make the neces- 
sary calculations on your return, do 
not fail, nevertheless, to file your re- 
turn form with this department.

And because of the fa- 
miliarity and the convenience of the 
Spanish dollar and its fractions, we 
came to use a dollar currency in- 
stead of oounds and pence. A real, 
or "bit," hao. the face value of one- 
eighth of a dollar, or l2Mt cents; 
two reals, or "two bits," one-fourth 
of B dollar, or 25 cents.

Illness Outside Service Account 


for Moat Ca\aea. 


Washington. — Since the demo- 


bilization of our World war army, 
nearly 1,600,000 veterans have been 
admitted to Federal hospitals, the 
veterans bureau recently disclosed. 
Admissions during 1936 totaled 120,- 
365, 
as compared with a peak ot 


148,662 in 1932. 
Since June 7,1924, when congress 


authorized hospitalization without 
regard to the origin ot illness, dis- 
abilities not connected with service 
have accounted for 68 per cent of 
all admissions. During 197,6, nine 
out ot ten veterans admitted to hos- 
pitals were treated tor disabilities 
sustained outside the army. 


Neuropsychiatric patients con- 


tinue to show a sharp increase, ac- 
counting tor well over halt ot the 
patients. Tuberculosis and general 
medical and surgical cases are de- 
clining. At the close of the last 
fiscal year, June 30, there were 41,- 
975 patients in veterans bureau hos- 
pitals. In addition to 36.824 vet- 
erans ot the World war, the roster 
Included 2,356 from the Spanish- 
American war, 103 from the Civil 
war and sundry others. 


There are veterans hospitals 


now at eighty different places. Near- 
ly 46,000 beds are available in these 
institutions, an increase of more 
than 1,000 over 1939. Including beds 
in other government hospitals and 
in places under its supervision, the 
veterans administration has under 
its care ffi.OOO beds. New hospitals 
will add 12,000. 
Since March 3.1919, congress has 


appropriated nearly $130,000,000 for 
hospital facilities for veterans. The 
opening of a new cancer center at 
Atlanta last year added * sixth well- 
equipped hospital to the facilities for 
the treatment of cancer victims. 
There *re also special centers for 
the care ot pulmonary tuberculosis 
and mental diseases.

POLICE PROFESSOR 


Amgwit VollMMr. 0)1, will learc the University of CaUforMi* to aeek 


the "why" of crime*. ^

Berkeley, Calif.—Harlng spent 20 years training "modern" police 


officers, August Vollmer, once celebrated as Berkeley's scientific notice 
chief, soon will turn to training tbe public. 


He will retire as professor of po-*> 


lice administration at the end of 
the current term at the University 
of California to devote himself to 
writing. Perplexed and slightly dis- 
couraged at the public's "contempt- 
uous" attitude toward policemen, 
he wants to do what he can to 
cor- 


rect the situation with his pen. 


Along with this crusading, he has 


mapped out a prodigious amount of 
research to determine why crime is 
rife In the United States. "Most of 
the theories now advanced on the 
subject arc unadulterated fallacies," 
he says. 


Originated Police College 


Vollmer originated college train- 


ing for policemen in 1916 at the 
Universityjof Chicago. At least four 
universities besides California now 
offer such courses and 30 others give 
some minor instruction, and Vollmer 
Is the guiding spirit of them all. 


This spring five of his graduates 


will go out to start at the bottom of 
the police ladder as patrolmen. 
A 


score more are in training, and a 
considerable body of students. In- 
cluding a number of coeds, are tak- 
ing his courses as a sideline. 


Vollmer believes every policeman 


should have four years of colleg 
training. 


He a«s»rts his present student 


are guided solely by a "social con 


sclousness." "They're certainly not 
going Into police work for the 
mon- 


ey." he says, "and 
I can't promise 


thenij- any 
detective-story 
excite- 


ment." 


Calls Police "Amatears" ' 


But Vollmer himself, in his ser- 


vice at Berkeley, and later in his re- 
organization of police departments, 
fulfilled the story book idea of the 
"scientific detective." 
i
